All Department records will reflect, nevertheless, that you received a 
thirty (30) day suspension. 


The effective dates of the five (5) days will be April 16, 1998 through April 20, 1998. 


An investigation under File Number IAB 1096428, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, coupled 
with your own statements, has established the following:

26, and July 31, 1995, you behaved in such a manner as to bring discredit upon 
yourself and/or the Department when you told non-department persons of an 
investigation and/or mentioned who the Confidential Reliable Informant was.

On August 27, 1996, Legal Assistant Peggy Madsen, of the Law 
Offices of Green and Shinee, called the I.C.1.B. Offices. Ms. 
Madsen advised me that Deputy Jimenez was represented by Attorney 
Richard Shinee. She said she was relaying the--message that Mr. 
Shinee had advised Deputy Jimenez that it was in his best 
interest not to be interviewed.

The purpose of this supplemental report is to activate this 
investigation. 


On April 3, 1997, the Special Investigations Division of the Los 
Angeles County District Attorney's Office issued a letter in 
which they formally declined to prosecute Deputy Timothy Jimenez 
for the charge of Obstruction of Justice. The reason they cited 
was that there was insufficient evidence to prove a conspiracy. 
(The formal letter of rejection will be submitted as an exhibit 
with this investigation.) 


In their written rejection, the District Attorney stated that it 
appears clear that Deputy Jimenez' actions in this case were 
highly improper and inappropriate. They said his actions were 
potentially dangerous and life threatening to the officers 
involved in the investigation. They also said that what he did 
was "reckless and a blatant betrayal of his fellow law 
enforcement personnel." 
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As no further criminal investigation is warranted in this ‘case, 
it is being closed to the Internal Criminal Investigations “+;
